THREE NEGROES DEAD---SIX WOUNDED 


The Lynching of: Two Prevented by an 
Arriving Posse—The News at 1:30

Birmingham, Ala., July 30.—Brookside, @ 
mining camp twenty miles west of here, 
was the scene of a bloody riot tonight. 

Two deputy sheriffs are known to have 
been killed and it is said that a dozen 
negroes were shot, four or five fatally. The 
town Is in a state of panic and the telegraph 


operator, the only source of information, is | 


locked in his office, too frightened to g0 
outside to obtain more details. 

At 10 o’clock messages were received by 
Sheriff Morrow and Chief of Police McDon- 
ald for all the available officers they could 
send. An hour later a carload of deputies 
Was en route to the scene of the trouble. 

Today Mine Boss Culverhouse, of the 
Sloss Iron and Steel Company, discharged a 
negro driver named Jim Biggers. Biggers 
remained about the place making threats. 
He refused to leave the company’s premises 
and a warrant was sworn out for his arrest 
for trespassing, and tonight Deputy Sher- 
iff Arthur P. Wood and Special Deputy 
John Baxter went to arrest Biggers. 

As they approached Biggers fired upon 
them with a winchester rifle. A bullet 
passed through Wood’s head and another 
through his heart, killing him instantly. 
Baxter was mortally wounded, but was 
able to get back to the camp and give the 
alarm. 

The white miners at once organized and 
went to arrest Biggers, The latter mean- 
while had called in a number of his negro 
friends and when the two parties met a 
pitched. battle resulted. Over 100 shots were 
fired, the negroes finally going to the woods. 

It is said that half a dozen or more 
negroes. were shot down, several of whom 
were killed ouiright and the others badly 
Whether any of the whites 
were wounded or not cannot be learned. 

FY The names of the dead and wounded 


pmegroes could not be had. The town of 


Brookside is in a state of panic, every 
‘man,being armed. The shooting was kept 
"ep at intervals for two hours. Another 
attack by the negroes is feared, but it is 
not likely to occur after the officers ar- 
rive.

Brookside has been the scene of race 
troubles before. Both colored anda white 
miners work therg, but the feeling has 
not been very cordial, especially since last 
summer's strike, when negroes went to 
work in white miners’ praces.

SUDDEN DEATH OF A BANKER, 


Simon Wormser Found Dead on a 
Stoop of a House. 

New York, July 30.—Simon Wormer, sév- 
enty years old, a member of the well- 
known banking firm of Wormsér Bros., 
whose offices are at No. 15 Broad stfeet, 
was found dead on the stoop of No. W 
Eest Sixty-sixth street, shortly before 10 
o’elock tonight. Mr. Wormser lived at wWeé 
F.fth avenue. 

The body was discovered by a nepsen- 
ger boy at twonty minutes to 10 o'clock, 
sitting on the stoop ot No. 7 Bast Sixty- 
sixth street. It is supposed that he was 
on his way home at the time when he was 
stricken with heart <lisease. The body was 
taken to the East Sixty-seventh street sta- 
tion house. Mr. Isidor Wormeer, his brotn- 
er, was summoned and with three femaiv 
relatives are now at the station house. 
The coroner was notified. 

Simon Wormser was not yet dead when 
first noticed by the messenger boy. The 
banker Was sitting on the top of the stoop 
with his head reclining agaimst the door 
post. The boy went up to the man and 
saw that his head had struck the edge of 
the door post, making a slight. wound, The 
boy shouted for the police and Policeman 
Owens ran to the spot. He recognised 
Mr. Wormser, who lived just around the 
corner, and telephoned for an ambulance, 
Mr. Wormser, when the policeman found 
him, was just able to gasp for breath. The 
officer tore open his vest and collar and he 
seemed to revive. A moment later an am- 
bulance arrived and Ambulance Surgeon 
Cook dismounted. As he reached the 
stoop Mr. Wormser’s head fell back and 
he expired. Apparently the cause of his 
death was apoplexy, but whether that was 
the ailment he succumbed to, or whether 
heart disease was the cause of death can 
only be determined by the coroner’s au- 
topsy. Mr. Wormser spent the afternoon 
driving with his brother and partner, Isidor, 
who lives in the same house with him. Ih 
the evening he dined with his brother and 
his nephew, Jefferson Seligman, at his 
home. At’9 o’clock Mr. Wormser started 
out to take a short walk. Tess than an 
hour later he was found as already de- 
scribed. The banker was a@ portly man Gnd 
had the appearance of a man who might 
at any time die from apoplexy. Although 
he was seventy years of age he recently 
seemed to be in excellent health, and his 
death was a terrible blow to. his relatives 
and friends. When he was found he was 
dressed in a simple afternoon suit of 
gray tweed. He wore a diamond ring and 
gold watch and in his pockets was $227 in 
money. There was not the slightest trace 
of violence in his appearance, and he had 
evidently fallen when seized. with the 
fatal.attack just before the messenger boy 
saw him. Late last night the coroner gave 
a permit for the removal of the body to 
Mr, Wormser’s late home, 


WANTS THE BREWERY CLOSED, 


Petition Against the St. Vincent 
Brotherhood'’s Business. 
Pittsburg, Pa.,-.Ju.y 390.—Bishop Phelan, 
of the Pittsburg diocese of the Catholic 
church, will this week receive a petition 
from the priests of h‘s district asking that 
he take some action to close the big 
breweries of the St. Vincent Brotherhood 
at Latrobe. The. priests have long regard- 
ed the smokestacks of the Loretto 
‘breweries with disfavor. During the re- 
treat at Loretto, which came to a close last 
week, the matter was brought to a crisis 
by the determination that the priesthood 
should not be tarnished any longer by the 
liquor business, if their petitions would 
ava‘l. The brewery of St. Vincents has 
become famous, particular in the states of 

Ohio, Pennsylvania and New York. 


WISCONSIN BANK CLOSED. 


Has Assets Sufficient To Pay the De- 
positors. 

West Superior, Wis., Puly 80.—The Key- 
stone National bank was today § taken 
charge of by C. H. Brush, the national 
bank examiner. The heavy drain of .the 
last two months has vaused the deposits to 
decrease from $280,000 to $227,047. The bank 
claims its assets are $291,000 and Habilities 
$259,747. The city had on deposit $28,000 and 
the state $75,000u. Other local depositors 
bring the amount up to $167,000. It has 
always been considered one of the strong- 
est institutions in the city and since 189 
has paid good dividends to its stockholders. 
The assets are amnly large to protect all 
depositors and in all probability it will re- 
sume in the near future. 


WAS AN EXPERIMENTAL ALARM. 


The Firemen Responded and an Ac- 
e cident Occurred, 

Camden, N. J., July 30.—After a lengthy 
meeting last night the Camden fire com- 
missioners walked down to Sixth and Roy- 
den streets and turned in an experimental 
alarm from the box located there, They 
wanted to test the promptness of the de- 
partment. Companies Nos, 1 and 2 respond- 
ed to the alarm at a breakneck speed, The 
hose cart from No. 1 company turned wild- 
ly from Broadway into Royden street and 
its momentum sent it careening completely 
over. Two men were buried under it. They 
were Assistant Chief Samuel Busine and 
Wilkins Bromley, the driver. A third rider, 
Hoseman William 8B. Jones, was thrown 
clear, and escaped serious injury. The 
other twq men were hauled out and sent 
to their homes in a patrol wagon, Both 
are so badly injured that they may die,

GLOSING AROUND HIM 


Another Witness Against Holmes Has 
Come To Light. 


THIS ONE HELPED BURY THE VICTIMS 


His Name Is Hatch, with Many Ali- 
ases,and He’s in Jail. 


QUINLAN AND HATCH KNOW ALL 


Attorney Capps Has Arranged To Get 
Hatch Pardoned— The Horror 
Grows with Time. 


Chicago, July 30.—There is now little 
doubt that the Chicago police will convict 
H. H. Holmes, alias Pratt, alias Gordon, 
alias Howard, now: ine the Philadelphia 
jail, of the murder of at least seven per- 
sons. They know tne name of the mian 
who can hang Holmes by giving his testi-

man is in their power. His 
name is ‘Match, alias Bond, alias Mascott, 
and he is now serving a sentence of ten 
years in the penitentiary at Little Rock, 
Ark., for horse stealing. He is as close 
to Holmes through all “his murder plans 
as Janitor Quinlan and is ready to tell all 
he knows. He assisted in secreting the 
bodies of the Williams sisters. He will 
tell how they were murdered and exactly 
how all their bodies were handled. He will 
also ‘give full and explicit information 
concerning the murder of Pietzel and 
his two children and of Mrs. Julia Conners 
and her daughter, Pearl. 

In short,.this man is the only living 
perzon aside from uinlan who can tell the 
story of the murders in the charnel house 
of Sixty-third and Weal.ace streets. 

Aside from Quinlan he is the only man 
who can tell of Holmes’s crimes in a way 
that will bring forth evidence of Holmes’s 
guilt. The méntion of his name by the 
po.ice today made Janitor Quinlan turn 
pale and refuse to talk further and a con- 
fession from Quinlan is almost assured, 
but will come too late, as Hatch is to be 
the state’s witness. It has been arranged 
to request his pardon from the governor 
of Arkansas if he will give his testimony 
with the understanding that he will not be 
prosecuted in Illino‘’s for complicity in the 
Holmes frauds and crimes. It is suspected 
that Attorney William Capps, of Fort 
Worth, Tex., gave the police of Chicago 
some va.uable informat.on concern: ng 
Hatch. In fact, it is definitely understood 
that Hatch was discovered in the Little 
Rock penitentiary by Attorney Capps, who 
is in Chicago for the purpose of proving 
the fraudulent transacti.cns of Holmes with 
regard to the property of the Williams 
girls. “He declared today that the Wil- 
liams girls were both dead and that he 
could secure sufficient proof to a civil 
court to secure a setting aside of the title 
of their property (now in the name of 
S waien aa is) ..Yan) sv that the heirs 
of the two girls could secure the property. 
But he refused absoluteiy to say what his 
evidence of the murder was, 

The Cigrands in Chicago. 

Mr. Cigrand, the father of the missing 
Emeline, who is supposed to have been mur- 
dered by H. H. Holmes and Philomena, her 
sister, arrived from their home in Anderson, 
Ind,, this morning, and paid an early visit 
to Inspector Fitzpatrick. They, were accom. 
panied by Dr. B. J. Cigrand, a cousin of the 
reputed victim. They were closeted with 
the inspector and Chief Badenoch for over 
an hour, The only new information they 
have was concerning a trunk which was re- 
ceived at Oxford, O., where the Cigrands 
lived, a few days after the announcement 
from the employer of the girl that she had 
disappeared. 

The trunk contained only a few clothes, 
readily identified as the property of Eme- 
line. There was no note or other word ac- 
companying it,and the police will at once be- 
gin work on this slight clew. They will en- 
deavor to discover, if possible, what express 
company handled the trunk, and by whom 
it was sent. 

“IT believe firmly that my daughter was 
murdered by Holmes,” said Mr. Cigrand. 
“In no other way can we account for her 
disappearance. The police did not give ys 
any new information in regard to the 
whereaboduts of Emeline. In this respect, at 
least, th are as much at sea as her fam- 
ily, but they believe, as we do, that she was 
foully dealt with.” 

Mrs. Stowers Was Wise. 

Mi@. Stowers, a. washerwoman who lives 
at Sixty-first and Morgan streets, furnish- 
ed the detectives with a new feature in the 
case today. She says she used to wash for 
Holmes and for Mrs. Conner. Several 
times, she said, some of the latter’s cloth- 
ing was brought to her by Holmes. In 
1891, she stated, Holmes came to her and 
urged her to take out an insurance policy qn 
her life for $10,000. 

‘Don’t be afraid of me,” Mrs. Stowers 
quotes Holmes as saying; “‘you.take out the 
policy, and I'H give you $6,000 cash for it at 
once.”” 

Mrs. Stowers’s friend persuaded her not to 
do so, and she never talked with Holmes on 
the subject again.

THOSE INSURANCE SWINDLES. 


Qne Case Heard Yesterday—A Promi- 
meat Physician To Be Arresté¢d. 
Charlotte, N. C,, July 30.—The hearing of 
the graveyard insurance swindle cases at 
Beaufort, N, C., there being twenty-five 
in all, was begun today before two mugis- 
trates. It developed that one_of them was 
the son-in-law of one of the defendants— 
a fact which it had been sought to conceal— 
and. he was forced to withdraw’ under 

fire and another justice was substituted. 

One case was heard today, it being that 
of Charles Arthur, a street beggar who 
had been represented as a robust man with 
a fine hereditary record, whereas he had 
haa consumption of the bowels for two 
years and died a few months after having 
been insured for $9,000. The applications, 
signatures, etc., in his rame had all been 
forged. A great crowd is attending the 
preliminary hearing. 

A Beaufort, N. C. special says that a 
warrant for another arrest in connection 
with the alleged insurance swindle has 
been issved. The accused is Dr. L. W. 
Perkins, formerly of Morehead City, but 
now practicing at. Newport, N. 


SUCCESSFULLY LANDED, 


Twe Large Bodies of Filibusterers 
Elude the Cruisers. 

New York, July 30.—Information was re- 
ceived in this city today of the success- 
ful landing in Cuba last Thursday of two 
large bodies of insurgents who brought 

with them two cannon, fully 700,000 
rounds of ammunition, 500 pounds of 
dynamite and hundreds of repeating rifles 
and revolvers. One expedition consists, it 
is said, of 278 men, and the other of seventy- 
five men, almost all of 
the last revolutionary war in Cuba. 

Letters announcing the safe landing of 
two expeditions on the south coast of San- 
ta Clara province, Cuba, last Thursday, 
were received at’ the headquarters of the 
Cuban revolutionary party in this city to- 
day. 

One of the expeditions was under the 
command of Major Generol Carlos Roloff 
and Brigadier General Serafino Sanchez. 
Brigadier General Jose Rodriguez, chief of 
staff of General Gomez, was leader of the 
second. 

The expedition, it is stated, started from 
Two Bays, in the Bahama islands, and were 
taken in small boats to several sailing craft 
which conveyed the whole party to Cuba. 

The following officers formed the staff of 
the expedition under Generals Roloff and 
Sanchez: Colonel Rogelia Castillo, Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Rosendo Garcio, Major Hig- 
ineu Esquerra, Major Enrique Loynoz de 
Castillo, Major Rafael Vivanco, Captain 
Aurelto Noy, Surgeon General (w'th rank of

AN INSURGENT RUSE,“ 


Intimated That They Would Surren- 
der, but Didn't. 

Ha¥ana, July 30.—A dispatch from Santla- 
go de Cuba says that on July 28th the in- 
surgent bands under Jose Maceo and Luis 
Bonet intimated to the detachment of Span- 
ish troops garrisoning the fort at Arriba 
that they ‘would surrender. Under this 
subterfuge they approached the fort and 
attacked it, but were repulsed with a loss of 
six killed and many wounded. The gov- 
ernment troops had fwo men wounded, In 
the course of the night the rebels renewed 
their attack on the fort and during the 
fight set fire to several houses in the vil- 
lage, which were destroyed. Shortly after 
daybreak on the following morning a col- 
umn of troops under Colonel Seguras ap- 
peared upon the scene when the insurgents 
dispersed. The troops pursued but with 
what result is not known. 


RETURN OF THE ATLANTA. 


The Cruiser Is Now at Key West—Her 
Movements Kept Secret. 
Washington, July 30.—The cruiser At- 
lanta returned to Key West yesterday 
from another search for Cuban filibuster- 
ing expeditions. A telegram announcing her 
return received at the navy department to- 
day was the first information vouchsafed 
to the public by the naval authorities that 
she had been away from Key West. It can- 
not be learned what results, if any, were 
achieved by the vessel, as everything 
connected with her movements is kept 
close secret by the few naval officials who 

are informed on the matter. 

It is learned at the state department with 
reference to the report that the recent trip 
of the Atlanta was for the purpose of pre- 


-yenting the Spanish soldiers from lynch- 


ing Sanguilly, Agurrie and Gomez, alleged 
revolutionists, who claim to be American 
citizens, that no infofmation that these 
men were in danger had come to the de- 
partment from any United States consular 
office, and that all the department knew of 
the alleged threatened lynching was con- 
tained in newspaper reports.

now shouting from the house tops that Mr. 


Cleveland never for a moment contemplated 
such a thing. 

The Washington Post this morning print- 
ed very conspicuously what is claimed was 
an authoritative announcement that Mr. 
Cleveland’s public career was over, and he 
would not accept the nomination even 
though it was tendered him .by the con- 
vention. The authority for this statement 
was not given, but it is understood that it 
emanated from soufces close to a promi- 
nent cabinet officer from the south—not 
Mr. Carlisle—who has recently been filling 
the air with gold speeches. The Post's in- 
formant says that Mr. Cleveland has thor- 
oughly discussed the situation with his 
friends and has decided under no circum- 
stances to be a candidate. 

Now, within ten days both Secretary 
Carlisle and Secretary Lamont have been 
publicly quoted as saying that the presi- 
dent has not uttered a word on the subject 
to. them. It would seem strange that if 
the president were canvassing the sit- 
uation he should not consult with gis closést 
personal friends and his intellectual ad- 
viser in the cabinet. As a matter of fact 
Mr. Cleveland is not in the habit of taking 
people into his confidence in matters affect- 
ing his future. Officials here say that Mr. 
Cleveland would not dare slap in the face 
the precedents set by Washington and 
Grant relative to a third term, without 
predicating his action on an existing and 
overshadowing crisis, and such a crisis Mr. 
Cleveland has been laboring assiduously 
to create. 

He is urging the war for a gold basis in 
this country and using every means to 
crush the silver sentiment in his own par- 
ty. In this, of course, he has the support 
of the money power everywhere. 

How the Situation Is Sized Up, 

A prominent polftician, who read The 
Post's article, said: 

“Next year how easy it will be for the 
meney power and its allies.in Mr. Cleve- 
land’s train to demand his nomination as a 
means of saving the country. My imagina- 
tion can easily conceive the pleas and 


heartburnings with which this helpless and — 


hopeless constituency will ask him again 
to ‘consecrate’ himself to the public weal 
and save them from the silver people, who 
seek their destruction. 

“Tt is such a contingency that Mr. Cleve- 
land is seeking to create in order that he 
can reluctantly ‘answer the call of duty.’ 
In 1887, after Mr. Cleveland had been in 
office about as long 4s he has this term, 
he wrote a brave, patriotic letter declaring 
that a president, with his enormous pat- 
ronage, should be ineligible to re-election. 
Eighteen months later, at the St. Louis 
convention the ‘enormous patronage’ was 
present en masse, demanding his renomi- 
nation, They encompassed it. 

“Mr. Cleveland responded to the call to 
arms. He sacrificed for the country’s 
good the convictions he expressed in his 
letter and accepted, although that same 
ungrateful country rejected his services at 
the ballot box.’’

Columbia, 8S. C., July 30.—(Special.)—Re- 
ports from all parts of the state show that 
the primary election today has been the 
quietest election ever held in the state. It 
was almost absolutely devoid of interest, 
The anti-Tillmanites almost wholly re- 
frained from voting and the reformers 
themselves took exceeding little interest 
in the election.

When the Detectives Found the Coun- 
terfeit Stamps in Her Satchel. 

‘Buffalo, N. Y., July 30.—The latest link 
in the chain of evidence that for months 
the United States secret service has been 
binding about Mrs. Mary T. McMillan, 
alias Mrs. Mack, the notorious stamp coun- 
terfeiter, who is now in the Erie county 
jail, was forged last Saturday in Postmaster 
Baker's private office, where a satchel be- 
longing to the woman was opened .and 
found to contain 28,000 counterfeit: stamps 
excellently made and done up in five-orig- 
inal packages. 

For two months secret seryice men have 
been searching Buffalo for the@valise and 
its finding was one of the cleverest pieces 
- of detective work done in Buffalo in years. 


+ With nothing except the fact that Mrs. 


’ Mack visited the American express office 
in the spring to work 
upon, the officers, after two months’ work, 
discovered its hiding place, and Inspector 
A. Shea, of New York city, now has the 
stamps in his possession. It was found 
on the Terrace, in the possession of a well- 
known Buffalonian of ill repute, who may 


r prove to be an important member of the 


big counterfeiting gang. His connections 


} with the nefarious work is being run down 


and for that reason his name is withheld. 

Another important find in the case 
is the discovery that for a time the gang 
arrested in Chicago and Hamilton worked 
in this city. They were suspected by a lo- 
cal deputy marshal of counterfeiting coin 
and he had made ready to raid them, but 
in some manner they learned of his plans 
and fled to new fields. It was a few days 
before her arrest in the spring that Mrs. ' 
Mack came over from Hamilton to Buffalo 
and asked at the American express office for 
certain packages addressed to her. She got 
them, and, putting them in a big satchel, 
disappeared. No one saw her after that in 
Buffalo, and after her arrest detectives 
discovering from Chicago that stamps had 
been sent her were puzzled as to what she 
did with them, 

When Mrs. Mack was told that the 
Stamps had been found she fainted in 
her cell and the matron had hard work re- 
viving her. 
undiscovered she could not be directly con- 
nected with the Chicago counterfeiters. 
Now, however, her last hope of escape is 
gone. 

The work done by these counterfeiters 
was almost perfect. The only way in which 
the fraud could be discovered was by 
careful comparison of the color of the good 
and bad stamps, the counterfeits being a 
shade too light.

The Trouble Grew Out of the Burning of a 
Negro. College—Friends Ars Trying 
To Arrange Matters Amicably. 


Selma, Ala., July 30,—(Special.)—Today' 
the particulars reached the city of the 
shooting of Judge William Henderson,’ ex- 
republican probate judge of Wilcox county, 
by Mr. Cjark Lyles on last Wednesday., 

The facts have been suppressed by the 
friends of both parties. Some time since @ 
fine brick school building for negroes was 
erected by northern Presbyterians, A short 
time ago it burned to the ground. 

Judge Henderson said that it was burned 
by the whites. The grand jury mét a short 
time ago and examined a multitude of wit- 
nesses, but failed to find any evidences of 
incendiarism. 

After the grand jufy adjourned Judge 
Henderson said openly that he believed 
Clark Lyles fired the building. Last 
Wednesday Lyles and his brother, John, 
were riding in a buggy when they met Hen- 
derson, who approached them and shook 
hands with John. He then offered his hand 
to Clark, who drew back his hand and 
asked: ‘ 

“Is it true that you are reporting around 
the country that I fired the school build- 
ing ?’’ 

“Yes,’’ the judge replied. 

Clark started to jump out of the buggy, 
but ‘this brother restrained him. He then 
drew his pistol and fired at Henderson, 
the ball making a flesh wound under Hen- 
derson’s left arm. John grabbed the pistol 
before he could fire again. 

A committee of three friends of each 
party are trying to arrange an amicable 
settlement before the men meet again, . 


EMBRACED BY WOMEN. 


Mrs. Spivey, Accused of Poisoning 
Her Husband, Found Not Guilty. 
Montgomery, Ala,, July 30.—(Special.)— 

Mrs. Mai Spivey, who has been on prelim- 

inary trial for the past two days, charged 

with the murder of her husband, the shoe 

clerk who died suddenly in this city about a 

month ago, was discharged tonight by Jus- 

tice of the Peace Fuller.

Justice Fuller, in pass‘ng judgment-on the 
case, said that in his capacity of commit- 
ting magistrate, he had tirst to hé convine- 
ed that a crime had been committed and 
then should be reasonably certain that the 
defendant had committed it, before he 
could order the defendant held. To his 
mind, the evidence did not show tht a 
crime had been committed, He was not 
convinced that Spivey had not died a natur- 
al death. He, therefore, ordered the de- 
fendant released,

Topeka, Kan., July 30.—The sheriff of 
Jackson county arrived here last night to 
ask for troops to assist in making arrests 
on Pottawattomie Indian reservation. He 
reports that his posse, together with the 
Indian police, were put to flight by fifty 
armed Indians, 

All Quiet at Jackson’s Hole. 

Washington, July 30.—General Coppinger 
has been heard from. The following dis- 
patch from the headquarters of the de- 
partment of the Platte Omaha,was received 
by General Schofield at army headquarters 
this morning: 

‘“‘Market Lake, July 29.—A courier who ar- 
rived at Market Lake this morning reports 
that when he left General Coppinger’s 
troops last night information had just been 
brought in by a runner from Mary’s Vale 
that all was quiet there. The Lemhi agent 
telegraphs that only three of his Indians 
are supposed to be in the Jackson Hole 
country and that there is no indication 
that others will join the uprising there.” 

Prepared for tke Reds. 

Salt Lake City, Utah, July 30.—The first 
reliable news of the Indian troubles at Jack- 
son’s Hole, proper, which has been received 
for more than a week, came by messenger 
this evening via Griggs, Idaho, from Fort 
Wilson, a little place located in the cen- 
ter of a valley in Jackson’s Hole over 100 
miles from any railway, This dispatch is 
dated July 26th, and says: 

‘‘All the people of the valley are gathered 
at Wilson’s ranch for protection, One hun- 
dred men are under arms. Nighi before 
last a council of war was held and four 
men were selected to reconnoiter and lo- 
cate the Indians, but as yet scouts have 
not returned. The Indians must have 
moved away back or left the district al- 
together, as no redskins have been seen 
for three or four days. 

“A company of volunteers came into 
Fort Wilson from Teton Wednesday, af- 
ter traveling all night. Exaggerated reportg 
of the trouble led them to believe help was 
badly needed at the hole, but on their ar- 
rival here they were surprised to find all 
quiet. A consultation was held as to the 
advisability of going out and fighting the 
Indians, It was decided to remain passive 
for the present. The camp covers nearly 
five acres, The Indians are now in the 
mountains and may make a descent on the 
settlers when they are not looking for it, 
but the opinion is that if they had been on 
the war path properly, they would have 
attacked Fort Wilson before this.”

DEBBY NOBLES HAS RETURNED HOME 


Mr. Cooper Announces as a Candidate ‘or 
Solicitor General—Other Interest- 
ing Items irom Macon. 


Macon, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)—There 
was a serious collision this morning at 2:45 
o'clock on the Central railroad six miles 
beyond Davisboro, between an extra freight 
train going from Macon to Savannah and 
freight train No. 37 coming to Macon from 
Savannah. Engineer Walter Urquhart, of 
Macon, and Conductor W. Z. Gilbert were 
in charge of the extra and Engineer Cath-

The derailed cars were loaded with lumber 
and merchandise.

POISONED HiS WIFE. 


Pretended To Give Her Quinine but 
it Was Strychnine,. 

Vienna, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)—Ras 
Shine was lodged in jail here yesterday 
charged with poisoning his wife, Mary, on 
Saturday night. The evidence adduced be- 
fore the coroner’s jury goes to show that 
the deceased was somewhat cndisposed Sat- 
urday night and Ras, her husband, went 
to the house of Hon. Joe T. Collier, on 
whose plantation they lived, and asked for 
some quinine for her, He was given four 
doses and returned with it and gave her 
something in a giass, soon after which she 
began having convulsswons and continued to 
do so until the next morning, when she 
died in great agony. A physician was calied 
in and pronounced it a case of poisoning, 
and a search of the premises revealed a 
bottle partly filled with strychnine, out 
of which about halt a teaspoonful had been 
taken. The bottle had been freshly pened, 
Ras Shine had bought a vial of strychnine 
at Stovall & Forbes’s drug store at Vienna 
that day, giving an assumed name for record 
on their poison register. Snine and his wife 
had been getting along together badly, and 
there is thought to be “a woman in the 
ease’ also. 

An autopsy resulted in finding a quantity 
of strychnine in the stomach of the de- 
ceased. 

The coroner’s jury charge the accused 
with murder and he was promptly commit- 
ted to Vienna jail.

She 
alleges that Dr. Jacobson has a living w.fe, 
whom she knew was living, but who was 
represented to her by Dr. Jacobson as 
having been totally divorced. She declares 
now that ;he believes no divorce has ever 
been granted. 

Mrs. Jacobson then comes to an interest-

she could not read English and that a 
paper was handed her to sign. She says 
Dr. Jacobson told her it was a paper 
Keeping separate their two estates. She 
bcw tinds it to be a contract giving him 
j} half what she possesses and he giving her 
half what he possesses. She deciares sae 
is worth $10,000 and that he is worth only 
his wardrobe and library. 

She not only asks a total divorce, but 
that their marriage contract De set aside 
as void on account of having been ille- 
sally executed and obtained by fraud. Mrs. 
vacoibson is represented by Colonel John J, 
Strickiand, of this city. 

Ur. Jacobson denies all the allegations 
in the petition and has employed Messrs. 
H. H. Carlton and Sol Flaton to represent 
him.

ROME DISAPPOINTED. 
The Merchants’ Bank Will Not Be 


Opened for Some Time. 

Rome, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)—The peo- 
ple of Rome were very much taken aback 
this morning by the announcement that 
Mr. Hugh T. Inman had decided to resign 
the presidency of the Merchants’ bank, to 
which he was elected yesterday. 

His election, as stated in The Constitution, 
had been the subject of general gratifica- 
tion and rejoicing among the people of 
Rome, ag all felt that with a man of his 
experience, ability and influence as a finan- 
cier the future of the bank was assured. 

Mr. Inman stated to your correspondent 
late yesterday afternoon that he had ac- 
cepted the position with great reluctance 
and was going to try and get the direc- 
tors to reconsider their action. Nothing 
transpired until this morning, however, 
when the doors of the bank failed to open 
at the usual hour. Inquiry revealed the 
fact that he had resigned. 

Mr. Inman’s Statement. 

In reply to the many inyuiries, Mr. In- 
man furnished the following statement: 

“T allowed the board of directors and the 
bank examiner to overpersuade me. After 
thinking’ of the matter, I concluded that I 
could not give the time to the instituion 
that would be necessary, so I have sent 
in my resignation.” 

This was all that he had to say and thus 
the matter stands, the bank being again 
without a president. 

Effect on the Bank. 

This leaves the stockholders of the bank 
all at sea and just what will be the out- 
come of these complications it is impossi- 
ble to predict. | 

Your correspondent was informed by one 
of the directors this morning that Mr. 
Inman is not a very heavy stockholder, 
having only about $6,000 in the concern, 
but his name and influence carried such 
} weight with them that another accepting 
the position will naturally be handicapped. 

T’he bank has been closed all day and 
¢he directors refuse to talk. It is suppos- 
ed, naturally, that they will go ahead, 
hold ancther meeting and elect a president, 
as in the event that they do not, the natur- 
al consequences will be that the bank 
will go into the hands of a receiver. 

The resignation of Mr. Inman was a 
serious blow to the hopes of a great many 
people in Rome, but everybody stil! antici- 
pates a satisfactory settlement upon some 
basis.

RETURNED FROM LIBERIA. 


Three Arkansas Negroes Tell Tales of 
Suffering. 

Philadelphia, July 30.—At the Wayfarer’s 
Lodge, Lombard street, homesick and des- 
titute, are three negroes of Arkansas, 
who have just returned from Liberia, 
whither they went as colonists some 
months ago. Of nearly a hundred com- 
panions in the expedition, some are said 
to have died of sturvation and others are 
eking out“a wretched existence in Africa. 
The three men are Jefferson county, Ar- 
kansas farmers. Frank Shelton has a 
wife and four children there, J. R. Tucker 
has a family, and Ebenezer Russell is un- 
married. 

They say the International Migration 
Socicty, of Birmingham, Ala., offered tweti- 
ty-five acres of land to every colonist and 
used as indorsement the name of Bishop 
H. M: Turner, of Atlanta, Ga. The sub- 
scribers were required to pay $1 in ad- 
vance installments and their passage to 
Savannah. In return they were to be 
given their passage, food and the land on 
arrival, The ship sailed in March for 
Monrovia with ninety-seven colonists, who 
were in the care of the society's secretary. 
The men declare they were simply dumped 
ashore and allowed to shift for themselves. 
A score of their comrades died of climatic 
fever, and some, it was reported, perished 
by starvation. Work could not be secur- 
ed and the flesh of dead animals and snakes 
was seized upon with avidity for food. 
Shelton.and his two neighbors saw no hope 
for them in the colony and succeeded in 
obtaining passage to Liverpool and thence 
to Philadelphia. They expect help from 
Arkansas which will enable them to re- 
turn to their homes.

FOUR INCHES OF RAIN. 


Drowned in the Streets of 
Fort Scott. 

Fort Scott, Kan., July 3).—An unmnre- 
cedented fall of rain in the southeastern 
corner of Kansas this morning has flooded 
the crops and wreaked destruction to life 
and property.

WILL MEET IN CHICAGO AUGUST 5TH 


Only One of the Nortb-Obio River Lines 
Represented—Other News aad Gos- 
sip of the Railroads. 


Nothing seems to have been accom >lish- 
ed by the mass meeting of general ptasen- 
ger agents held yesterday at Lookout 
mountain, owing to the fact that but one 
representative. of the Chicago lines put in 
an appearance to discuss the rates to the 
Cotto: States and Internaticnal exposition 
with the representatives of the local lines, 
who have already framed a schedule of 
rates. 

It was decided to go right into the home 
of the iines north of the Ohio river, and 
Commissioner rinley, of the Southern 
States Passenger Association, who is en- 
ergetically at work for favorable rates to 
the exposition, has called a mass meeting 
to be held in Cnicago, August Sth. 

There was a full attendance of all the 
local lines at the meeting at Lookout yes- 
terday, but the roads north of the Ohio 
river failed to show up. The following 
dispatch to :-The ‘Constitution tells the 
full story of the meeting yesterday: 

“Chattanooga, Tenn., July 30.--(Special.)— 
Beyond a shadow of a doubt, this is to be 
the bonanza business year in the passen- 
ger traffic of the southern railroads and the 
question of how to speedily, safely and 
comfortably handle the thousands and 
thousands who wilt attend the Grand 
Army of the Republic meeting at Louisville, 
the Sons of Veterans’ meeting at Knoxville, 
the dedication of the Chickamauga Nation- 
al park at this place, and last, but greatest 
of all, the Atlanta exposition, is the hard- 
est problem for satisfactory solution ever 
figured on by the general passenger agents 
of the southern railways. 

“lt was to discuss these matters in gen- 
eral, but particularly to discuss the ques- 
tion of rates to the exposition that Com- 
missioner Finley called a meeting of the 
southern passenger agents at Lookout inn 
today, with the principal view of confer- 
ring with the passenger agents of the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association and the agents of 
western roads. 

“or the reason that this was the purpose 
of the meeting it had been looked forward 
to by every one interested in a settlement 
and announcement of the rates to the 
exposition as being quite the most import- 
ant meeting of passenger agents held in 
the south for a long time. This, indeed, 
it would have been, and ail anticipations, 
both as to the importance of the meeting 
and its results as affecting the exposition 
rates, would dqubtless have been realized 
if the invited northern and eastern pas- 
senger agemts had deigned to honor the 
occasion with their presence. Unfortunate. 
ly they were painfully conspicuous by their 
absence. Only one lone man showed up 
from any of the roads above the Ohio. 
That man was Charles L. Stone, general 
passenger agent of the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois. He had no excuse to make 
for the absence of his confreres and did not 
know what kept them away. 

“This negligence, or indifference, was a 
disappointment to the southern men. pres- 
ent. But they were none the less deter- 
mined to have an early conference with 
the eastern and northern agents. .‘If the 
mountain won't come to Mohamméd,’ they- 
said, ‘Mohammed will go to the maun- 
tain.” The .only important thing dome. 
during the whole day was when the meet- 
ing adjourned to come together again at’ 
Chicago in mass meeting, Tuesday, August 
6th, 

“On that day it is believed that a basis 
of rates to the exposition will be so firmly 
established as to permit immediate promul- 
gation. 

To Fix Exposition Rates. 

“What these rates will be no one member 
today could begin to say, of course, but eve- 
rySody seemed to think that the eastern 
and northern lines would look favorably 
upon and accept the basis agreed upon by 
the northern roads several weeks ago, and 
outlined in The Constitution at the time. 
Under the agreement in question there are 
to be three classes of tickets, one for ten 
days and selling at the low rate of 1 cent 
a mile, only for continuous passage; anoth- 
er, limited to twenty days, and selling at 
one fare for the round trip, with stopover 
privileges to a small extent; the third 
being limited only to the duration of the 
exposition,yand selling at 80 per cent of the 
regular fare for the round trip, good for 
stopovers at any point going or coming. 

Though these rates have never been made 
official, it is believed that they will finally 
be adopted and furthermore that they will 
be accepted by the eastern and northern 
roads. thus giving all people beyond the Po- 
tomac and the Ohio the same advantages in 
the way of cheap transpurtatian enjoyed by 
the people south of those dividing rivers. 

As te Texas Demoraliszation. 

While nothing was agreed upon of im- 
portance today, the two dozen agents pres- 
ent were constantly in secret session, tak- 
ing only an hour for dinner. The morning 
session was given to a discussion of the 
demoralization in Texas rates and how to 
restore them. 

A resolution was passed which in effect 
merely reaffirmed the resolution passed at a 
meeting in Atlanta, January 10th, the pur- 
port being that the rates must be main- 
tained. 

In the slashing which has been going on 
in Texas rates the immigration business 
has been most affected. It is believed that 
those rates will be held on a firmer basis 
from this time on. 

After dinner the greater question of rates 
to the exposition was taken up, but nothing 
could be done because of the absence of the 
necessary agents from the east and north, 
except to appoint another place of meeting.

While no one would put 
nimself on recurd in cold figures every sin- 
gle man expressed the opinion that in point 
of attendance at least the exposition would 
be the greatest success in the history of 
the southern states,and several thought that 
the crowds would surpass the. crowds at 
all other such affairs in this country, with 
but two exceptions, the centennial and the 
World's fair. G. E. H.” 


Large Order for Steel Rail. 

Philadelphia, July 30.—The Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company today placed an ad- 
ditional order for 9,000 tons of steel rails at 
$24 per ton, which makes a total of 56,000 
tons recently ordered. The order was di- 
vided as follows: Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
pany 2,000 tons, Scranton Steel Company 
2,000 tons, Cambr‘a Iron Company 3,000 tons 
and the Edgar Thompson Company 2,000 
tons. The order today will build about 
eighty miles of track. 


Chattanooga Southern Railway. 

Montgomery, Ala,, July 30.—(Special.)—Ap- 
plication for a charter for the Chattanooga 
Southern railroad was filed in the office of 
the secretary f state here today, The com- 
pany asks permiss‘on to build a road from 
Gadsden eastwardly to the Georgia line, a 
distance of forty-two miles, Colonel Post 
and associates, of Chattanooga, are the 
incorporators. 


A RATE WAR AVOIDED. 


The Two Steamship Lines Have 
Agreed To Hold Up Hostilities. 


There has been a great deal of local in- 
terest in the threatened war of rates be- 
tween the Ocean Steamship Company and 
the Merchants and Miners’ steamship line, 
and Atlanta buyers were beginning to 
think that rates from the east would fall 
again this year just as they did about this 
ame period last year. 

Of course, all the railroad lines here lead- 
ing to the east would have been involved 
if the trouble had brewed into a storm of 
unreasonable contfpetition and precipitated 
a rate war, 

The Merchants and Miners’ Steamship 
Company and the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany are rivals for the business by water 
between Savannah and the eastern jobbing 
centers. They have been fighting over rates 
lately, and day before yesterday some 
remarkably low figures were slated. 

At once the situation became interesting. 
All of the railroads leading from Atlanta 
and this region of the south eastward be- 
gan to look on with eagerness, The Central 
operates with the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany out of this city for New York traffic, 
and Atlanta became an important point on 
the map of threatened war. 

But it seems all the trouble has been 
bridged over. The following dispatch from 
Baltimore gives the details: 

“Baltimore, Md,, July 30.—A temporary 
truce has been patched up between the Mer- 
“chants and Miners’ Transportation Com- 
pany, whose steamers ply between Bajti- 
more and Savannah and Baltimore and Bos- 
ton, and the Ocean Steamship Company, 
which operates steamers between New 
York, Philadelphia and Savannah, and a 
serious disruption in the southern freight 
rate situation has been avoided for. the time 
being, : | 

Both companies have withdrawn the re- 
duced rates announced yesterday and will 
not renew the fight pending adjustment 
of matters having an indirect bearing on 
the present dispute. This action was tak- 
en at the request of the Southern Railway 
Company, Pennsylvania railroad, Seaboard 
Air-Line, Atlantic Coast-Line and other 
roads that would have become involved, 

“A conference will be held at New York 
this evening, but it is doubtful if anything 
will be accomplished, as several represen- 
tatives of the lines concerned will be wun- 
able to attend.” 

The Story from Savannah. 

Savannah, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)—The 
rate war between the Ocean Steamship 
Company and the Merchants’ and Miners’ 
Trarsportation Company, which brought 
about a cut of 60 per cent on all classes of 
freight, was declared off today. Both lines 
charge the other with giving secret re- 
bates. Neither will say what led to a set- 
tlement of the differences between them. 


HE MUST STILL LIVE. 


Wesley Bagwell Attempted To Hang 
Himself with a Towel. 
Wesley Bagwell, a young white man, 
tied a towel through the perforated top of 
a cell at police headquarters yesterday, 
placed his neck in the loop and jumped 
from a cot to the floor. Bagwell was bent 
on killing himself, and all that saved his 

life was the breaking of the noose. 

Yesterday morning Bagwell was arrested 
by Patrolman Powell on a charge of lar- 
ceny. 

Monday afternoon Bagwell went to the 
earriage factory of John M. Smith and 
asked the price. of several buggies. He 
selected a second-hand vehicle and asked 
permission to take it to a Decatur street 
wagon yard to test it. Mr. Smith granted 
the request, stipulating that the buggy was 
to be returned in an hour. Night came, 
but failed to bring with it either Bagwell 
or the buggy. 

Early yesterday morning Bagwell bor- 
rowed a wagon from Dimmock & Wallace 
in the name of a neighboring merchant. 

About noon he was arrested on Decatur 
street trying to dispose of the outfit. 

Bagwell was carried to police headquar- 
ters and locked up in the state depart- 
ment. A few minutes later Turnkey Gal- 
lagher was attracted to the place by the 
loud screams of another prisoner. Rushing 
into the cell the turnkey found Bagwell 
lying unconscious on the floor, while dang- 
ling from the ceiling were the remnants 
of an old towel. 

A thorough drenching of cold water re- 
vived Bagwell, who declared he would kill 
himself before he would remain in jail. 

The man was securely locked up and later 
sent to Justice Foute’s court for a pre- 
liminary hearing. He was sent to jail in 
default of bond to await a trial for larceny 
after trust.

THE COMMITTEE MET LAST NIGHT 


It Was Decided Not To Agitate a Perma- 
nent Building at This Time—Subsorip- 
tion Lists Will Soon Be Circuiated. 


During the next few days the members 
of the Moody committee will call upon 
every business man in the city far sub- 
stantial encouragement in the effort to 
put up a building for Mr. Moody. 

The sum agreed upon is $5,000. If the 
people of Atlanta, in the face of all the 
enterprise displayed in getting up the ex- 
position, fail to raise this meager sum 
of money it will be a sasting reproach to 
the city. 

This was the sentiment expreesed at the 
meeting last night. 

Tt was decided te begin at once a vigor- 
ous canvass of the city in behalf of a 
temporary structure for Mr. Moody. The 
questicn of a permanent building was agi- 
tated by the members present and fully 
discussed during the meeting. It was final- 
ly agreed, however, after mature consider- 
ation, that an effort to put up a perma- 
nent structure at this time would only 
complicate matters and place the move- 
ment in a very embarrassing position. 

It was mutually agreed by all present 
that a permanent building should be erect- 
ed by the city of Atlanta for the purpose 
of an auditorium. The opinion prevailed, 
however, that such au auditcrium, if its 
erection were possible, could not be com- 
pleted in time for Mr. Moody. 

The meeting, therefore, resolved to pro- 
ceed upon the original idea of raising funds 
for a temporary tabernacle. Subscription 
blanks will be put in the hands of all the 
mempers of this committee during the 
week and a vigcrous canvass of the city 
will be inavgurated. 

At the meeting last night the following 
committee was appointed to supervise the 
erection and to act as a building commit- 
tee: Messrs, G. 8. Lowndes, D. A. Beatie, 
W. SS. Bell, 8. P. Moncrief and F. I’. 
Rice. 

The coming of Mr. Moody to Atlanta 
is in the interest of no favored denomina- 
tion and every church in the city is ex- 
pected to contribute to the fund for de- 
fraying the expenses of the campaign. 
Every church in Atlanta will reap its good 
results of the revival meetings and for 
that reason all Christians ought to pull 
together and lend the committee a helping 
hand. 

As soor as the blanks are printed the 
canvass of the eity, in behalf of the Moody 
tabernacle, will begin. 

Last Night’s Meeting. 

The meeting last night in the lecture hall 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association 
was largely attended in spite of the fact 
that hearly all the pastors, and quite a 
number of leading church members, are ab- 
sent from the city. 

Dr. R. V. Atkisson called the meeting 
to order and Mr. Charles D. Montgomery 
performed the duties of secretary. The 
minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and approved, after a fervent prayer by 
Rev. L. B. Davis. 

The chairman, as a brief prelude to the 
meeting and as a means of arousing the 
latent enthusiasm of the. members, reviewed 
the progress of the movement and gave it 
as his opinion. that, all, the, money needed 
for the auaitorium cculd be raised without 
difficulty...“‘In a single night,”’ said he, 
“the business of the opera house has fre- 
quently netted a much larger sum than 
is needed for the tabernacle. I have bed 
informed that Patti took away from At- 
lanta as much as $8,000. If this statement 
is true it seems to me that a small pittance 
like $5,000 for a temporary building and the 
services of such a gloriovs man as Mr. 
Moody is about as little a thing to give as 
cculd be easily imagined.” 

Dr. Atkissog referred to the proposition 
to erect a permdpent auditorium and asked 
fur the sense of the meeting on this ques- 
tion. In order to get it before the com- 
mittee Mr. BE. H. Thornton mcved the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to re- 
port at the next meeting. The motion was 
discussed by Messrs. D. A. Beatie, H. E. 
W. Paimer, W. 8. Bell, A. C. Bruce, H. 
M. Patterson and others, nearly all these 
gentlemen takivg the ground that a perma- 
nent auditorium could not be erected with- 
in three months and that any effort in 
that direction would only sidetrack the 
Mcody campaign. ’ 

Mr. A. C. Bruce, the architect, stated 
that a permanent building could not be 
erected within the prescribed time without 
great difficulty. Others took the position 
that many would not subscribe to! a build- 
ing fund for a permanent building, as a 
stock company would have to be organized 
and that would savor too much of private 
gain. It was agreed by all present that 
an effort to put up a permanent structure 
during the next two months would be a 
dangerous hazard to the Moody meetings 
and hence that proposition was abandoned. 
Mr. Thornton withdrew his motion and the 
discussion narrowed down to its original 
boundaries. P 

It was decided to begin work without 
delay on the plan of raising money for a 
temporary buikling, Mr. Montgomery stat- 
ed that he would place subscription blanks 
in the hands of every .member of the com- 
mittee before the end of the week. 

Dr. Atkisson announced that he would 
not be present at the next meeting of the 
committee, as he had planned to be absent 
from the city for three or four weeks. 
Colonel W. A. Hemphill was elected to 
act as vice chairman during the absence 
of Dr. Atkisscn. On motion of Mr. H. M. 
Patterson the meeting adjourned until next 
Tuesday evening at 8 o'clock. >

ALL THE REGULATIONS ARE FIXED 


Meeting of the Executive Board Yesterday. 
Cottun Manufacturers’ Association 
Coming to Atlanta. 


The exposition grounds will not be closed 
comorrow. 

It has been found that it will be impos- 
sible to complete the gates and turnstiles 
in time, and the date for closing up the 
park has been postponed to August 5th. 
By that time all of the necessary arrange- 


ments will be completed. 

Yesterday afternoon all the regulations 
for admissions during the pre-exposition 
period were adopted. The admissions com- 
mittee fixed upon these rules. An admission 
fee of 20 cents will be charged at the gates; 
children will be admitted for 15 cents. Ex- 
position subscribers not in arrears will be 
admitted with their families free. So will 
members © the press, concessionaires and 
visitors on exposition business. The salaries 
of gate keepers, ticket sellers, cashiers, 
fence guards and other help were fixed by 
the committee also. 

Mr. Edmund Felder, who will have full 
charge of the department of admissions, 
will take charge tomorrow and will at once 
select his force. He has been absent from 
the city, enjoying a rest after sickness, 
since Saturday, night. He will vacate the 
office of assistant to the president upon 
his accession to his new place.

GAGGED, THEN ROBBED HIM. 


Sad Experience of a Negro Who Came 
to Atlanta on an Excursion. 
Henry Brown and Alice johnson, two 
negroes. were bound over to the superioyn 
court yesterday afternoon to answer a 

charge of robbery. 

The negroes were arrested yesterday by 
Detectives Wooten and Ivy and Officer 
Grant, after successfully evading the offi- 
cers for two weeks. : 

Two weeks ago Tom Ridley, who lives 
at Comer, a little station near Athens, 
came to Atlanta with a friend on an ex- 
cursion. 

During the day Ridley and Ww friend 
became separa 2d, and late at night Ridley 
started out to hunt his companion. 

While walking down Decatur street Rid- 
ley was approached by Brown and the 
Johnson woman and told that his friend 
was in Lynch’s alley, and desired to see 
him. Unsuspecting, Ridley entered the 
alley and in a moment wWas seized by the 
negroes. He was choked down by the man 
while the woman tried to stifie his cries 
by putting her hand over his mouth. 

The footpads_ pinned Ridley against a 
wall and while Brown held him the woman 
rifled his pockets of $18. His watch was 
Ridley reported the case to the 
police, but refused to give his name and 
it was only when he was recognized by a 
policeman at the station house that it was 
known. 

The negroes left after committing the rob- 
bery and up to yesterday succeeded in 
evading the officers. A dozen eye-wit- 
nesses gave evidence against the pair this 
afternoon in police court, and Acting Re- 
corder Campbell thoight it sufficient to 
warrant binding them over to a higher 
court. They both went to jail.

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Mr. Cleveland and the Third Term. 

A painfully elaborate dispatch from 
Buzzard’s Bay to The New York Herald, 
was printed in our news columns yesier- 
day with respect to the attitude of Mr. 
Cleveland toward the Wall street move- 
ment to nominate him for a third term. 
The dispatch is so worded that those 
who are familiar with the machinery 
behind the scenes in journalism can 
have no difficulty in recognizing the fact 
that the statements made in the dis- 
patch are inspired. 

The country is informed, through the 
medium of this semi-official telegram, 
that, at the proper time, “Mr. Cleveland 
will make announcement of his unwil- 
lingness to become a candidate for re- 
election.” This is not the language of a 
newspaper reporter, but it is sufficiently 
explicit for all that. It is followed by 
the statement that when the movement 
for a third term “shall have gathered 
sufficient force to pass for the voice of 
the party, then and not until then, will 
Mr. Cleveland speak.” 

This being so, it is not likely that Mr. 
Cleveland will have the opportunity to 
decline a renomination, for the mdove- 
ment in favor of a third term shows no 
signs of spreading beyond the small cir- 
cle of official toadies who hope by this 
means to keep a firm hold on the public 
teat. 

The dispatch says that although Mr. 
Cleveland “recognizes the fact that near- 
ly all the third term talk comes from 
his enemies,” he is not offended. In 
fact, he will “not be displeased if this 
talk increases in volume, and the demand 
for his candidature assumes a more sig- 
nificant phase.’’ We “re then given to 
understand that “the simple truth is 
that Mr. Cleveland would like to go into 
history as the man who refused a third 
term as president.” 

Leaving out of view the fact that such 
a movement would constitute the obse- 
quies of the democracy as a national 
party, at least until it recovered from 
the shock, we are struck with surprise 
that, in view of recent developments, 
Mr. Cleveland should imagine that his 
“enemies” are circulating talk about a 
third term. Without exception, the third 
term talk has developed within the 
sacred officinal precincts at Washington. 
It was never heard of until the office 
holders were given the cue from their 
superiors and were given to understand 
that it was a part of their duty to whis- 
per the glad tidings on the sidewalks 
and in the hotel barrooms. 

No later than the other day Editor 
Ryan, of The Richmond State, who is 
also an internal revenue collector, had 
a two hours’ confidential chat with Sec- 
retary Carlisle. During the course of 
the conversation, Editor and Internal 
Revenue Collector Ryan put the question 
to Mr. Carlisle plump and flat whether 
Mr. Cleveland would be a candidate for 
a third term. The editor and collector 
understood the reply to be that Mr. 
Cleveland would not turn his back on the 
fear people if they wanted to make him 
president for a third term. 

The editor and collector rushed home 
and printed the glorious news. His ac- 
curacy was too much for the comfort of 
the third-term boomers, and Mr. Carlisle 
felt called on to state in an interview 
that what he said was that Mr. Cleve- 
land would not be a “willing” candi- 
late. This phrase may be interpreted 
‘0 mean whatever the attentive mind 
may inject into it, but there need‘ be no 
joubt that the man who would incite his 
cabinet ministers to violating the letter 
ind spirit of the democratic platform 
would have no hesitation in violating 
Jemocratic customs and __ traditions. 
Whether Mr. Cleveland is a candidate 
or not depends on the ability of the fed- 
tral pap-suckers to drum up a sufficient 
tumber of third-term voters. 

Meanwhile the situation grows more 
ind more interesting every day.

It 
is thus plain to see that The Chronicle, 
and those who agree with it, believe that 
the prosperity of the Amefican people 
should be sacrificed tothe greed 
of the bondholding and money- 
lending class, and that it is the 
duty of a cabinet officer to go 
about the country and make speeches 
in order to induce democratic voters to 
indorse republican doctrines. What has 
become of the democratic demand for 
civil service reform? We do. not blame 
The Chronicle for ignoring it, for our 
contemporary is published in the inter- 
est of the most selfish class the world 
has ever seen; but what becomes of 
party principle and party integrity when 
a democratic office holder, enjoying the 
“usufruct” of a cabinet position, deserts 
the duties of his department and goes on 
a stumping tour through the country? 
Mr. Cleveland is on record as denounc- 
ing the “pernicious activity” of the 
office holding class, and the democratic 
party in convention assembled has made 
this declaration with respect to the ef- 
forts of republican office holders to con- 
trol republican conventions: 

Section 9. Public office is a public trust. 
We reaffirm the declaration of the demo- 
cratic national convention of 1876 for the 
reform of the civil service, and we call for 
the honest enforcement of all laws regu- 
lating the same.

Mr. Moore, the British consul at San 
Francisco, sends to the foreign office a 
gloomy account of the grain and fruit trade 
of California.

He has fixed the time for his departure, 
if it meets the approval of Bishop Keener, 
for the second Sunday in August. After 
that his headquarters will be in Nashville. 

Was Unexpected. 

His election to the secretaryship was a 
startling surprise to Dr. Bigham himself. 
He has been with Trinity church only a few 
months, having been assigned as its pastor 
at the last session of the north Georgia 
conference. His stay in Atlanta has been 
long enough to endear him to his congrega- 
tion, and he had looked forward to a ser- 
vice of four years with great pleasure. 

But this call to a higher place comes ahd 
he says that he feels it is his duty to ac- 
cept it. r. Bigham is a member of the 
board of @ducation of the Methodist church, 
which position he has filled for several 

years. This board meets annually, and it 
was at the session last week, held at Mont 
Magle, that he was informed that he had 
been chosen to fill the office of secretary. 
This was on Satubday, The doctor carefully 
guarded the fact from the newspapers. He 
reached home night before last and made 
the announcement. gp ete 

This board of education is composed of 
fifteen men selected from the general con- 
fersace which meets every four “years; 
Many of the most prominent members were 
present at the recemt session.

Elected Unanimously. 

When the time for nomination came the 
Name of Dr. Bigham was at once mention- 
ed. Then the vote was taken and with em- 
Phatic unanimity he was selected. 

Dr. Bigham was surprised at the action of 
the board. He asked for some time to con- 
sider the matter. It was a question. with 
him whether it was best to give up his 
Present charge, whether it was best just in 
the midst of his work here at Trinity to 
leave and give it over to other hands. 

He felt, however, that he had been called 
to higher work and that it was his duty@to 
accept. He thus informed the board. 

What His Work Will Be. 

There will be a vast amount of the most 
arduous and trying work in connection with 
the office which he is to fill.

Perhaps no minister in the Methodist 
ecnference has had « more marvelous ca- 
reer than he. He entered the ministry in 
1879 and since then his career hag. been @ 
series of hign callings. lt 1s an unusual 
fact that a man of his age should be call- 
ed upon to fill such a high position. 

He was born in 1858 in Valifornia,. His 
father, Rev. RK. W. Bigham, is himself a 
man of learning and an author of no mean 
ability. Dr. Bigham attended Oxford, from 
which place he graduated in 1877. . Just af- 
ter his graduation he was appointed to 
the geolowicaj staff of the state. For two 
years he taught school and after that time 
went into the ministry. He served the 
following appointinents: 

Greenesboro circuit, Edgewood, Conyers 
circuit, Merritts avenue, Covington, Rome 
district, St. James, Augusta, Oxfeel dis- 
trict, Miliedgeville, aguin at St, James and 
then to Trinity. 

What He Has To Say. 

Dr. Bigham said yesterday, in speaking 
of his election: 

“Yes, I have about made up my mind 
to leave Trinity. It is a source of musa 
sadness to me, but I feel it to be my duty 
to go. I was much amazed at the election 
and never thought that the place would be 
given to me. I shall go to work at once, 
however, and fill it to the best of my en- 
deavors.

It is merely 
a question of time when the last man on 
the habitable globe, from the fur-wrapped 
denizens of the polar regions to the sun- 
tanned inhabitants of the isles of the sea, 
shall have come, seen and—been conquered.

In discussing 
the attitude of Great Britain toward the 
South American republics last night the 
conversation turned upon the Nicaragua 
canal, a subject upon which Dr. Souvielle 
8 thoroughiy posted, and among other 
things he said: 

“The United States should build the 
canal if it costs twice as much as is esti- 
mated. It should be done regardless of 
cost. It was for a long time a mystery to 
me why any legislator should oppose so 
important an enterprise, but I was in 
Washington when the bill to construct the 
canal’ was drawn and I discovered then 
the cause of the oppos‘tion which had de- 
veloped. It was ignorance, pure and sim- 
ple. No man who understands the matter 
can be against it. 

“It would increase the import and ex- 
port business of the south enormously and 
is less-than ten years aftar its opening 
to commerce this would be the most pros- 
perous section of America. We would, be- 
yond a doubt, control the commerce of 
the entire east, and with the advantage 
of situation, comb:ned with our unrivaled 
natural advantages, it would be but a 
short while until we wrested from England 
her boasted commercial supremacy. 

“Geographically, commercially, diplomati- 
cally and stragetically every consideration 
demands that we shall build and control 
this most important of highways, and I 
believe our national legislators will real- 
ize it in the near future.’’

Thus it is claimed that the 
Southern road is liable and the seven 
svits aggregating 31,00 were filed yester- 
day.

Joo Williams, Adjudged Insane, Speaks 
Lightly of the Murder. 


IS DEAD 


SAYS .HE IS GLAD WYLIE 


Alex Carr Daily Becomes Weaker and Is 
Now but the Shadow of a Man—He 
Is Apparently Insane. 


The alleged boy murderer, Joe Williams, 
who has but recently been adjudged insane, 
is now confined in the county jail await- 
ing his removal to the state asylum for 
the insane at Milledgeville. Just as soon 


as room can be made for him he will be 
carried down and placed in the hospital 
ward of the asylum. 

He passes the time reclining upon a cot 
in his narrow cell at the jail and talks as 
freely upon the subject and with as little 
feeling as though it was a most ordinary 
transaction. It is possible that he has 
as yet not been able to comprehend the 
extent of the crime, and insane as he ‘s 
claimed to be, is not able to appreciate 
the magnitude and enormity of the charge 
that has been placed at his door. 

“I am glad that the old man is dead,” 
said the boy yesterday afternoon, “and 
he will never have the opportunity to 
poison me again. He was mean to me 
and I saw him two or three times try to 
put poison in the water that we were 
to drink at the factory. He has said that 
he was going to’ beat me and I hated that 
old man. I don’t guess now that he will 
whip me. I knew that I was going to 
be ayrested just as soon as | heard that 
he had been killed and I wasn’t surprised 
when the policemen came to my house 
and arrested me.’”’ 

When asked why it was thought that 
he would be arrested he said that he did 
not know, Dut just felt Like he would 
have to: be carried to the jail and stand 
trial for the crime. 

“IT have been sick for a long time and 
everybody tried to poison me. They would 
put the poison in my food and when I was 
not looking they would put it tn the water 
bucket. No, I don’t think that I killed 
him, and I don’t know who did. Somebody 
must have k‘lled him, for he was just as 
dead as could be when I saw him that 
night. I don’t think he will ever whip 
me.’’ And in a sleepy way he turned his 
face to the wall of the cell and said: “I 
don’t think that he will ever beat me.”’ 

Williams has evidently been laboring 
under the impression that his family and 
friends were trying to poison hii, and this 
dea is uppermost upon his mind. He be- 
lieves that the poisoners are going to put 
medicine ‘tn the water that he drinks at the 
jail and is constantly watching for this to 
occur. He will be transferred to Milledge- 
ville just as soon as arrangemenis can be 
made for his accommodation in that in- 
stitution.

Where the maker ef a 
negotiable Promissory note pays the same 
to the original payee without requiring the 
production and surrender of the paper, he 
8 liable to pay it again to an innocent 
holder who acquired title to it in gvod 
faith and for value before maturity, unless 
the payee was the holdcr’s general agent for 
the collection of such papers, or hau special 
authority to collect in the particular in- 
Stance, or the money collected in fact 
reached the holder’s hands. 

2. There being no evidence that the de- 
fendant was in. any manner misled or de- 
ceivea by any act or conduct on the part 
of the plaintiff, it was error for the court 
in its charge to give the defendant the bene- 
ft of any such hypothesis.

2 Although section 786 of the code, which 
was adopted as ‘a part of the cherter of the 
town of Cumming, confe'’s upon “he council 
the authority ‘‘to preserve peace anu good 
order therein, and for this purpose *O ap- 
point, when necessary, @ palice force to

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Dr, Rogers Denies That He Is Guilty 
of Counterfeiting 


HE EXPECTS TO MAKE BOND TODAY 


He Is Indignant Over His Arrest and Im- 
Prisonment, and Claims He Iga 
Victim ofa Conspiracy. 


Dr. Thomas E. Rogers, charged with 
counterfeiting and held in default of a 
$3,000 bond, spent a weary and exceedingly 
Warm day in jail yesterday. 

The imprisonment of Dr. Rogers was 
the result of a preliminary hearing given 
him before Commissioner Broyles Monday. 
The bond was placed at 33,000, and as 


Rogers failed to make it he was placed in 


jail. 

Dr. Rogers is a well-known and very pcp- 
ular young physician of Waco, Ga., and 
has been practicing medicine in his home 
county for several years. He is a regular 
graduate, and it is said that his practice 
has been very large. 

From the evidence introduced Monday be- 
fore Commissioner Broyles, it was evident 
that the government has been suspecting 
that counterfeiting has been fsolng on in 
the county of which Waco is the county 
Seat for quite awhile. The investigations 
On that line caused the arrest of Dr. 
Rogers. 

At the preliminary hearing Dr. Rogers 
made no defense, and his statement was 
hot given, 

The trial before the commissioner brought 
out the facts that a great deal of counter- 
feit money has been in circulation in Waco, 
and that large numbers of $10 gold pieces 
had been minted and scattered about the 
cash drawers of the merchants of the lit- 
tle town. There was also found in the pos- 
session of Dr. Rogers a full fledged plating 
battery, and the detectives that made the 
case and accomplished the arrest, claim 
that molds and other counterfeiting para- 
phernalia were discovered at the home of 
the accused. The government officiais think 
that they have succeeded in making out a 
strong case, and that the doctor will tind 
it to be an exceedingly difficult matter to 
explain and clear away the web of damag- 
ing evidence that has been spun about 
him. 

Dr. Rogers Talked of His Case. 

Dr. Rogers was seen last night in the 
jail by a Constitution representative, and 
he taiked freely about the matter and dis- 
cussed it from all standpoints. He said that 
the government was correct in that they 
Suspected that counterfeiting had been 
practiced, but they were greatly in error 
when they charged him with the crime. 

“I am just aw innocent of the charges 
that have been preferred against me as 
you are, and the government has made a 
great mistake by having me arrested. I 
know nothing whatever about the counter- 
feit money that has been in circulation, and 
have never in my life made a single coin 
of money, I have never seen a pair of 
molds, and have not the slightest idea how 
they look. I have simply been. practicing 
my profession, and supporting my family, 
and when I was arrested I was certainly 
greatly surprised, 

Admits Possession of the Battery. 

“IT admit that I had in my possession a 
battery, and I bought it for the purpose 
of silver plating. It was not gold plating 
that I had been doing, but I purchased the 
outfit in order that I might repair some 
of my Instruments that had got rusty 
and needed touching up. I have plated 
many of these instruments and intended to 
finish all that I had, when I was interrupt- 
ed by the officers. About two years ago 
Dr. Aderhold, a physician who was a spe- 
cial friend of mine, died in this city. He 
left a large and valuable assortment of 
surgical instruments, which I purchased, 
and these instruments were the ones that 
needed the repairs, and for which I bought 
the battery. 

Says He Is the Victim of a Conspiracy. 

“It is true that I have enemies in Waco, 
and if this counterfeiting was done there, 
it is very probable that I am the victim 
of a conspiracy. I am not certain that the 
money was made in Waco, for it is probable 
that it was made somewhere else and 
carried to Waco for distribution, This 
latter would be the view to take of 
the matter, and would be the plan that was 
possibly carried out, I have no fear but 
that I shall be vindicated when my trial 
comes around, and though the bond is ex- 
ceedingly heavy, I think that I shall suc- 
ceed in making it by tomorrow. I have a 
great many friends in Waco, and they will 
all stick to me, I am anxious to get back 
to my family. I feel assured that all will 
be cleared away.”

An Interesting Extract from an Ad- 
dress of the Distinguished Senator. 

Nome, Ga., July %.—(Special.)—Mr. Hoke 
Smith, holding the high position of secre- 
tary of the interior in the cabinet of that 
great civil service reformer, Grover Cleve- 
land, of well-known intense antipathy for 
“pernicious activity” among federal office 
holders in politics, is reported to have said 
in a speech on July 23d, at Gainesville: ‘So 
many falsehoods have been told about the 
bond issue that it is hard to follow them.” 
That is true, and “told’’ by Cleveland wor- 
shipers to excuse and defend his illegal 
issue of bonds to get gold. “They say,’ 
continues this recently taught fresh secre- 
tary, “it was issuing bonds in time of 
peace, Why don’t they tell you that those 
bonds were issued to fulfill promises made 
in war?’ Because, Mr. Secretary Hoke 
Smith, it would have been a falsehood—to 
use “a gentle word,” such as you uttered 
in the above statement. No such “prom- 
ises’”’ to pay in gold or even ‘in coin’ were 
made in war, a8 any man fit to be secre- 
tary of the interior ought to have known. 

In proof read the following brief ex- 
tract from the unanswerable speech of 
Senator Beck, in the senate, December 21, 
1885, on his “resolution to require the gold 
and silver coin feceived at. the custom 
houses to be paid to the bondholders, and 
against retiring legal tender notes or sil- 
ver certificates, or stopping the coinage of 
the standard silver dollar,” made five 
years before your letter to Peek; and possi- 
bly even you may unlearn what Mr. Cleve- 
land taught you so suddenly, readily and 
quickly, amidst your many very arduous 
official cares and duties, including also the 
interesting letter from Mr. Cleveland's po- 
litical mentor, John Sherman. 

Senator Beck said: 

“But I agree that the senate cannot in- 
augurate measures to relieve the country 
from oppressions of that character; there- 
fore, | propose to seek relief in the treat- 
ment of our circulation, not by destroying 
it, but by extending its usefulness. The 
present crusade against silver is only an- 
other evidence of the audacity of the organ- 
izations of wealts. They have always se- 
cured all they demanded, however un- 
just their demands. They have succeeded in 
alarming the president and the secretary of 
the treasury, as they have done several 
preceding administrations. They threaten 
to use the power whieh our laws give them 
over our currency—of withdrawing from 
cireulation among the people, and, if need 
be, from the country, the gold they control 
and thus derange, even if ruin follows, the 
business of the people. Every concession 
increases their audacity and adds to their 
power. A stand must be made somewhere 
by the representatives of the taxpayers, 
or an absolute surrender of all the mone- 
tary interests of the country into’ their 
hands must follow. A mere reference to the 
past legislation of congress on this subject 
proves what I say. When it was first as- 
serted in 1868 by the bondholders as the 
time approached when the United States 
could lawfully pay off the 5-20 6 per cent 
bonds, and when the outstanding principal 
of the public debt exceeded $2,600,000,000, 
that the honor of the country demanded 
that the principal as. well as the interest 
on the bonds should be paid in gold or sil- 
ver coin, a cry of indignation was raised 
all over the land against such a demand 
by all honest, disinterested men. 

“They were told, and told truthfully, 
that all the bonds they held had been pur- 
chased with legal tender notes at par; that 
for each $100 in enbacks they paid to 
the government they had received a bond 
for $100 bearing 6 per cent interest, pay- 
able in gold or silver coin; that the green- 
back when they exchanged it for the bond 
was only worth 3 cents on the dollar in 
coin, and that it was an outrage in the 
face of the contract they had made—with 
the privileges given to many of them in ad- 
dition as national bankers to have currency 
issued for them to loan out on the security 
of their bonds equal to 9% per cent 
of the bonds deposited—to demand 
that the principal of their bonds should be 
paid in coin. They knew—everybody knew— 
that the claim was false. The legal tender 
notes had, and continue to have, an in- 
dorsement on their back that ‘This note 
shall be receivable at its face value for 
all debts, public and private, except interest 
on the public debt and customs dues.’ so 
that there could be neither doubt nor dis- 
pute either as to the law or the fact. Nobody 
denounced. the 
bondholders more emphatically than the 
present presiding officer of the senate’’ (Mr. 
og oa “He said in his letter to a friend 
n ; 


“ ‘Dear Sir: I was pleased to receive your 
letter. My personal interests are the same 
as yours; but, like you, I do not intend to be 
influenced by them. My consttuction of the 
law is the result of careful examination, 
and I feel quite sure an impartial conrt 
would affirm it, if the case could be tried 
before a court. I send you my views as ful- 
Iv stated in a speech, Your idea is, that we 
propose to repudiate or violate a promise 
when we offer to redeem the “principal’’ in 
legal! tenders. 

“IT think the bondholder violates his 
promise when he refuses to take the same 
kind of money he paid for the bonds. If 
the case is to be tested by law. I am right; 
if it is to be tested by Jay Cooke's ad- 
vertisements, I am wrong. I hate repudia- 
tion or anything like it, but we ought not 
to be deterred from doing what is right 
by fear of undeserved epithets. 

“If under the law as it stands the hold- 
ers of the five-twenties can only be paid 
in gold, then we are repudiators if we 
propose to pay otherwise. If the bondholder 
can legally demand only the kind of monev 
he paid, then he ts a repudiator and ex- 
tortioner to demand money more valuable 
than he gave. Truly yours, 

' “JOHN WHERMAN.’ 


“Every, word he said was true, and re- 
mains true to this day. The pledge is on 
the back of every greenback now that it 
shall be receivable at its face value for 
every debt, public and private, except in- 
terest on the public debt and customs dues. 
The men who demanded more were repu- 
diators of the public faith and credit, as he 
truthfully and indignantly said. Ber.” 


(Thaddeus) “Stevens, then the leader of his’ 


party. denounced their claim still more 
fiercely; and threatened to abandon his 
party and join the democracy, even with 
‘Fr Blair’ on the ticket, rather than 
countenance such an outrage on public 
decency. 

“The subsequent legislation by congress 
only proves the truth of Macaulay's obser- 
vation that if large pecuniary interests 
were concerned in denying the truth of 
the attraction of gravitation, that most 
obvious of physical facts would be strong- 
ly and ably disputed. 

“It seems to me that any set of men 
who would deny the fact that the legal 
tender note, indorsed as it was and is, 
which had purchased the bonds of its face 
value should be received again by the 
bondholder in the payment of the principal 
of the obligation he held, would not hesi- 
tate to deny the truth of the attraction 
ef gravitation. 

“Yet these men not only denied it, but fn 
1869 procured the passage of an act of 
congress, against the vote and protest, I 
am happy to say, of every democrat in 
both houses, declaring that the principal 
of the bonds should be paid in coin—in 
gold and silver coin, as both are named. 
Legal tenders were only worth 50 cents on 
the dollar in coin,” (and were as low and 
lower than 33 1-3 cents at different times 
on the dollar) “when the bords were bought. 
They were worth from 66 to 70 cents when 
this act was passed. The act was simply 
legalized robbery. The bondholders and 
their attorneys, in and out of congress 
knew it and knew that no court would éus- 
tain such a law. The indorsement could 
neither be erased nor sworn off the back 
of the legal tender note, and nobody” (not 
even Hoke Smith) “could plead ignorance 
either of the law or the fact that it was 
to be received at par in payment of the 
principal of all our bonds.” 

Mr. Smith will find the whole of Mr. 
Beck’s speech very interesting reading, and 
I should imagine exceedingly instructive to 
one like himself, who, yet so bright, seems 
so ignorant of the most common facts of 
our history; and I do not really know any 
better way he could employ his leisure 
time while relieved from the great strain 
of his arduous official duties about Mr. 
Cleveland than by studying the well matur- 
ed writings of a statesman—not one of the 
small caliber of those in Mr. Cleveland's 
cabinet, every one of whom seems ready to 
dispute even the law of gravitation at the 
command of “large pecuniary interests.”

The Duliness of the Cotton Market Was 
Even More Intense Than Monday. 


FLUCTUATIONS WERE VERY NARROW 


Stocks Were Less Active andthe Railway 
List a Shade Easier—Cereals and 
Provisions Closed Lower. 


New York, July 30.—Speculation at the 
stock exchange was less active today, but 
all things considered, the undertone of the 
mayket continues firm. The Industrials 
were more prominent in the dealings, 
especially in the early trad.ng, when bdu- 
gar and Chicago Gas both sold at con- 
s.derably higher figures, the former having 
touched 116% and the latter 56%. The rail- 
way list was rather neglected in the 
initial trading, but later on Louisville and 
Nashville, Missouri Pacific and Chicago 
and Wastern Illinois developed activity as 
well as strength. Louisville and WNash- 
ville moved up 62% on reports that the 
directors were contemplating a deal where- 
by a big block of branch line mortgages, 
said to amount to about $9,000,000, wouia be 
placed at the disposal of the company. 
The advance in the stock, however, 
brought out offerings for foreign account 
and a recession of 62% ensued. Another 
southern property which attracted more 
attention today was Tennessee Coal, which 
rose from 35% to 37%. A firm identified 
with the former bull pool inthe stock was 
the heaviest buyer. Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois preferred was unusually act.ve, but 
moved withn a narrow range. Manhattan, 
on efforts to cover, rose from 112 to lit. 
The Grangers were a shade easier. It can 
be stated om good author.ty that one of 
the pools in Burlington and Quincy has 
sold fully 7,000 shares of the stock during 
the past few days. The criticisms passed 
on the new method of speculating and 
the action of the law committee of the 
stock exchange may or may not have had 
something to do with the selling. The fact 
remains that the stock has been thrown 
overboard and a menace to the market 
remowed. In the late afternoon trading 
speculation was qu.et with the profes- 
sionals in full control. The closing was 
quiet and steady.

YESTERDAY'S RAINFALL A GREAT HELP 


The Fruit Crop Is Still Booming— Water- 
melonsand Peaches Were Never 
So Pilentiful, 


Though peaches, watermelons and other 
fruits have rolled into market with a 
steady increase during the last few days 
the conditions have not been as favorable 
to corn and cotton. 

This has been due, in a measure, to the 
unequal distribution of rain, The fruit crop 
has reached maturity and is, therefore, in- 
dependent of sun or shower, but cotton and 
corn are still dependent upon the weather. 

mn some portions of the _ state both 
products are doing well and the outlook is 
good, but the reports from other sections 
are not so gratifying. The rainfall yester- 
day was a great help to the crops. 

Captain George E. Hunt, of the weather 
bureau, has issued the following crop bul- 
letin for the week: 

“The weather of the past seven days was 
slightly less favorable for crops than for 
several weeks. This was due to the poor 
distribution of rainfall. Many counties had 
ample moisture, while in others there was 
an entire absence of rain. In the latter 
districts cotton is shedding its squares and 
corn is firing. Except on low bottom 
lands, work on the principal crops is com- 
pleted. The conditions have been generally 
favorable for destroying grass and weeds, 
and a great majority of fields are in a fine 
state of cultivation. Fruits, melons and 
vegetables are Abundant and of excellent 
quality. 

Northwest Section. 

“Plenty of sunshine with showers has 
made the past week a good growing one in 
the northwest section. Corn continues 1n 
good condition and cotton seems to be im- 
proving, although there are still complaints 
of its being small and backward. The cul- 
tivation of these two crops is finished, or 
nearly finished. Both Irish and sweet po- 
tatoes are very fine. Fruit is plentiful, but 
generally the quality is not very good. 
Melons are late and are not doing very 
well. Vegetables of all kinds plentiful, 

North Section. 

“The continued drought, accompanied by 
hot weather and drying winds, has greatly 
changed the crop prospects of northern 
Georgia. However, everyitning is still in 
very good condition, and if rain occurs 
within the nex@ few days all will be well. 
Thrashing is now completed, and the re- 
sult is about the same as last week's re- 
ort on grain. Corn is as good as the 
and can make, but is beginning to fire bad- 
ly in places. Cotton is also suffering from 
the lack of moisture, and the pliant is 
turning yellow and beginning to shed. The 
dry weather has enabied the farmer to get 
well up with his work, and he is now pre- 
paring the land to sow turnip seed, as soon 
as a good rain occurs.

‘In the northeastern section the rainfall 
during the past week has been unevenly 
distributed, and as a result crop condi- 
tions are rather variable. The week has 
been generally hot throughout the section, 
but in some lecalities*there has been little 
or no rain, while in others there has heen 
sufficient for the growth of vegetation. 
Some reporters say that cotton, which is 
small and late, is shedding both fruit and 
leaves and turning yellow. Farmers are 
now laying by their late bottom land corn. 
Both upland and lowland corn is in very 
004 condition, but as a rule needs rain.

" West Section. 


“The reports received from the western 
eounties of the state are not as encouraging 
as those received heretofore. The weather 
has been very hot and dry, and all crops, 
egpecially corn, are beginning to _ suffer 
for the want of moisture. Unless good rains 
occur shortly the corn crop will be materi- 
ally damaged. The growth of cotton has 
been retarded, and shedding of fruit has 
set in. Sorghum, gardens and all minor 
crops are in fair condition, but are begin- 
ning to dry up. Crops have all been laid by, 
and planters are preparing to sow turnip 
seed. Fruit plentiful, but peaches are small, 
and in some localities are rotting and drop-

Central Section. 


“The weather of the past week has been 
hot and dry.

Fertilizer Manufacturers Meet To Plan a 
Decrease of Prodaction. 


IMPORTANT MEETING AT THE KIMBALL 


One Million Tons of Fertilizers Manufac- 
tured in the South—How To Re- 


duce the Tonnage. , 


There was a meeting of the Southern Fer- 
tilizer Manufacturers’ Association at the 
Kimball house yesterday§ 

The meeting was largely attended, and 
was called for the purpose of discussing 
&@ plan by which the manufacturers of fer- 
tilizers can arrive at a safe and satis- 
factory reduction of the yield of their fac- 
tories, It was the third meeting of the 
association held in Atlanta within a month. 

It seems that the production of com- 
mercial fertilizers in the south the pres- 
ent year was far in excess of the demand. 
This, of course, was a very serious draw- 
back to the manufacturers,-It has been 
a profitliess year for them, and they de- 
sire to come to some understanding among 
themselves by which~-the production can 
be decreased in accordance with the seem- 
ing inclination on the part of the cotton 
planters of thé south to decrease the acre- 
age of cotton, 

Such is the proposition that is before the 
fertilizer manufacturers, They have held 
several meetings looking to a complete 
solution of the problems involved, but have 
mot as yet come to anything like a definite 
decision, 

There seem to be some differences be- 
tween the interior manufacturers and those 
along the coast. 

Of course, the manufacturers of fertiliz- 
ers near the coast, such as those who pre- 
side over the vast industries around 
Charleston, have the advantage of close 
proximity to the phosphate beds along the 
southern coast, and this enters largely in- 
to the agreement that is to be arrived at 
among the fertilizer people. ; 

In making the reduction of yield a nice 
point is brought up asto howthe decrease 
shall be divided among the manufacturers 
on the coast and those in the interior. 

It is principally along this line that the 
discussion ran yesterday at the meeting. 
This is the third meeting that the fertiliz- 
er manufacturers have had, and they ad- 
journed after all without coming to any 
definite understanding as to the agreement 
proposed. 

There will probably be another meeting 
in Atlanta before the lst of September, 
when the special commilttees on agreement 
will make report and the work will be tak- 
en up with something like a tangible shape, 
easy of adjustment, 

The Association of Southern Fertilizer 
Manufacturers was recently formed for 
the mutual protection of the interests of 
the fertilizer trade. It was found neces- 
sary to unite for the purpose of guiding the 
interests of the trade as may be necessary 
in subservience to the fluctuations of the 
cotton acreage from year to year, 

Of course the association will, in time, 
take a hand in many other movements for 
the interests of their line of work, such as 
the effort>to have fair and suitable rates 
from the railroads and other matters of 
equal interest, 

Mr. W. A. Clarke, of Columbia, 8. C., 
is president of the association, and Mr. 
H. M. Tucker is secretary. 

The membership consists of all the lead- 
‘ing fertilizer’ indugstrieh throughout the 
south. 

All of the ‘phosphate works around 
Charleston aré members of the organiza- 
tion, the fertilizer factories around An- 
gusta and dozens of others throughout 
the entire region of country from Baltimore 
to New Orleans. 

Something of the Production. 

It is estimated that the manufacturers 
of fertilizers in the south alone produce 
from their factories annually about 1,000,- 
000 tons of various fertilizers for the mar- 
ket of the south. 

This proved entirely too heavy a yield 
last year for the profitable manipulation 
of the men who manage the trade. There 
was a considerable falling off in the acre- 
age of cotton, and this means that the 
demand for fertilizers was very small as 
compared with the demand in former years, 

It is the intention of the fertilizer men 
to reduce their production in tonnage about 
25 per cent. 

This reduction will be upon the actual pro- 
duction of past years, The manufacturers 
say they had already made up their minds 
to cut down the tonnage in their respec- 
tive factories, and, as a matter of fact, 
many of the factories of the country have 
not been running at all this summer, 

Will Not Trouble About Rates. 

Prominent members of the convention of 
fertilizer manufacturers here yesterday 
when asked if they would at this meeting 
take in hand the railroad rates, or if it 
were likely that they would in the near fu- 
ture go before the railroads and ask for 
a reduction of rates, declared that this was 
not on their sthedule of subjects for con- 
sideration at this meeting. 

“We are not here to be fussing about 
railroad rates, nor are we here to be talk- 
ing about what sort of prices we will put 
on our goods for the next season,” said one 
of them to The Constitution. ‘“‘We are here 
simply for the purpose of coming to some 


agreement by which we can bring about a 
reduction of the tonnage from our factor- 
ies, and if we can succeed in this we shall 
be content for the present at least.”

CHILD CARRIED AWAY FROM ERIE, PA 


The Mother Spent Four Years in Almost 
Hopeless tearch tor Her Littice 
Dauzgbter— Found at Last. 


After four years of enforced separation 
little Leola Videto has at last been restored 
to her mother, During all these years the 
little girl has been in the custody of a fath- 
er who, if all accounts be true, has treated 
her with incredible brutality. 

The scene when the mother and child 
met at police headquarters yesterday was 
affecting and brought tears to the eyes olf 
those who witnessed it. With a glad cry 
that was intense in its fullness of joy the 
child sprang from the side of Detective Bar- 
rett and throwing her dimpled arms around 
her mother’s neck sobbed on her bosom. 

“ifty feet away the father was a prisoner, 
and was shut off from the happy picture 
by strong walis, 

Four years ago in Erie, Pa., Frank Vi- 
deto, his wife and Little child, Leola, lived. 
Videto was.a painter and earned a good liv- 
ing for his little family. From some undac- 
countable cause Videto developed bad traits 
of character and the once happy home was 
of tears and misery. 

The man began to vent his spleen upon 
his child, it is charged, and his frequent 
abuse of her was the cause of frequent in- 
terference by the neighbors. Finally Vi- 
deto’s wife, as a last resort, began suit for 
divorce and obtained a legal separation 
from her husband. Mrs. Videto was in con- 
stant fear that her husband would steal 
her child, which was awarded to her by the 
court that granted the divorce. 

To prevent any such thing the child was 
placed to board in a charitable tnsati‘ution 
in Erie, the mother paying the expenses out 
of her daily earnings. 

Finally the mother fell ill, and while she 
hovered between life and death Viicto went 
to the home where the child was staying, 
and under misrepresentations, as it is claim- 
ed, secured possession of her. 

After a long iliness Mrs. Videto recovered 
only to find her child gone. No trace of Vi- 
deto could be found, although the most 
thorough search was made for him.

Two weeks ago Mrs. Gillis arrived in 
Montgomery and found that Videto had left 
the day before, taking the child with him.

MR. INMAN DECLINED 


Could Not Accept the Presidency of the 
Merchants’ Bank of Rome. 


HE HAD TOO MANY OTHER DUTIES 


Mr. Hiram L. Middiebrooks Returned to 
the City Yesterday— the Bank 
Not Yet Opzaed.

Mr. Hiram L. Middlebrooks, who went to 
Rome Monday night to accept the position 
of cashier of the Merchants’ bank of that 


place, returned +o Atlanta yesterday at 2 


o’cloek, the recrganization plan having 
fallen through. 

Mr. Middlebrooks declined to accept the 
position when he arrived at Rome yester- 
day morning and found that Mr. Hugh 
T. Inman, of Atlanta, had decided that he 
could not serve as president of the institu- 
tion, owing to a press of other business. 

A number of Atlanta gentlemen are in- 

terested in the reorganization of the 
bank, which is regarded everywhere as a 
perfectly solvent institution. Since the 
bank suspended business some time ago 
eonsiderable of its stock has been bought 
up by Atlanta parties and Atlanta men have 
taken an active interest in putting the bank 
on its feet again. A prominent young At- 
lanta banker purchased quite a large block 
of the stock and has been taking a leading 
part in heiping to rborganize the institu. 
tion. 
‘it was thought night before last that 
the bank was certainly on its feet again, 
and facing a prosperous future. Mr. Hugh 
Inman had been elected president, Mr, 
Hiram Middlebrooks, a young man.of fine 
integrity of character, had been selected as 
cashier and a fine board of directors. hag 
been selected. Bank Examiner Berguim 
expressed himself as thoroughly satisfied 
with the outlook, and the people of Rome 
were happy. 

Mr. Middlebrooks reached Rome at an 
early hour yesterday morning and fully 
expected to take charge of the cashier's 
desk, providing matters were arranged to 
suit him. f 

“We had a meeting at 7:30. o'clock,” said 
Mr. Middlebrooks, “and every one was 
deeply disappointed when Mr. Inman an- 
nounced that he had been thinking over 
the matter all night and could not posai. 
bly accept the position of president as he 
already had as many duties as he could 
look after. When he made this announce- 
ment I declined to accept the position of 
cashier, and that ended the matter for the 
present. ' 

“There was great disappointment. The 
general impression in Rome was that the 
bank would open its doors and commence 
business this morning, and soon after the 
bank hours depositors commenced coming 
in. They collected in the office, but had 
to be told that the bank would not begin 
business. a 

“There is great opening there for a bank 
and it is a great pity that the Merchants’ 
bank could not have been opened. There 
is only one other bank, the First National, 
and it has a monopoly of the business,” 

Further steps will be taken to reorgan- 
iz the bank. ~- Mr. Inman sends The Con- 
stitution the following announcement of 
his decision: 

“Editor Constitution: The directors of 
the Merchants’ National bank, of this 
city, in an effort to reorganize the tnstfitu- 
tion, kindly elected me as president, but 


not having the -time to devote ‘to it I de- 
clined the position. HUGH T. INMAN.”
